(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Herloski et 
al. (4,355,859). 

Herloski et al. discloses a laser for a raster scanner that can be pivoted so to 
align with the axis of the laser beam with the optical axis of the scanner. Note abstract. 



Claims 1-16 are allowed over the prior art of record.
